Why the woman who works for a 
living {s usually more nervous and in 
less exuberayt health generally than 
the man who works, has been a mat- 
ter for much discussion in clubs and 
newspapers, and without any satisfac- 
tory verdict having been reached, but 
there are those who do not find {t hard

The man who works usually does 
one sort of work. He {s a physician, 
a lawyer or a clerk, and when he has 
closed his office door for the day, If he 
is a sensible man, he puts in the re 
mainder of the time enjoying himself 
in whatever way best suits bim. 

And the woman who works—well 
she is usually jack of a dozen trades 
and master of none, according to the 
Baltimore News. 

When she comes home from her 
office {t occurs to her that there are 
half a dozen pairs of stockings to be 
darned—and she sets to work forth 
with on this nerve-tearing work. When 
the stockings are finished she is just 
as likely as not to sew on the lace that 
the laundress has ripped off a skirt, 
and she goes to bed with her head ach- 
ing and absolutely unrefreshed. 

In the morning she remembers that 
there are a dozen little lace collars 
to be laundered, for they were much 
too fragile to go in the general laundry, 
and that afternoon she gives over to 
the “dolng up" of these troublesome 
little things, adding a couple of white 
belts, three pairs of white gloves and 
a veil to the pile.

and the rest use well water. We don’t 
use water for irrigation purposes no! 
street cleaning. Our sewers are not far 
enough advanced to require water for 
flushing, and where sewers haye been 
built the natural flow of water from the 
hills has been sufficient to keep then 
clean, No doubt if good vane was to 
be had in town, the demand would le 
considerably increased, prov iding thi 
charges were re: asonably cheap and in 
reach of all. 

The water works man who was here 
some days ago and over our water possi- 
bilities, told me about as follows: It fs 
possible to fetel) water to Wrangell in 
ample quant! .s for $6,000, As you 
have no money, the company advancing 
the same would require at least a twenty 
year franehise. The charges for fire 
plugs would have to be $2 per month 
per plug. To give the town proper tire 
protection would require at least 25 fire 
plugs, which would mean a ithly ex 
pense to the tows of $5 , Cos ine this
